Humor is a sub- 
jective thing and very difficult to institutionalize. 
Obviously, what is humorous to one person is not humorous 
to another. While it might be worth taking a chance on 
offending some while pleasing Others, it must be recognized 
that to classify a publication devoted to humor would be 
viewed as an abuse of the classification system. If un- 
classified, it could hardly remain "Inhouse:" Beyond a 
doubt, it would find its way into the public sector - quite 
simply through FOIA channels, if no other. Criticism fron 
the outside can be predicted on the basis of not taking our 
work seriously and wasting the taxpayers’ money. One can 
be sure that humorous incidents can be converted to flaps 
and goofs. 


5. We do appreciate your thoughtful Suggestion. While 
its intention is laudable, it cannot be viewed outside of 
the context of the almost certain adverse affect it could 
have on the Agency. On the other hand, I trust that a good 
sense of humor will continue to pervade the institution and 
I hope you do your best to encourage it.
